Getting Through the Gates 
Professor Blotter Regulates Stiles in 

the Subway 

THE newspapers have been carrying 
a good deal lately about the har- 
rowing experience of Professor Blotter 
of Columbia University on his recent 
return from the Middle West, where he 
conducted an organized search during 
the summer for vests with pockets big 
enough for vest-pocket kodaks. 

It seems the venerable 
tempted to carry two 
through a turnstile gate in the subway, 
and the effort so confused him that he 
wandered around and around in the 
gate for hours; and he stated that it 
cost him thirty-five cents to get out. 

It goes without that the 
Professor has devoted much time since 
then to discovering a safe way to carry 
two suitcases through a turnstile gate. 
When I called upon him yestetday, he 
was on the verge of a solution. 

“My first plan,” he declared, 
unpack the suitcases, and carry my 
luggage through the gate piece by piece. 
But it is that this method 
would prove extremely expensive. In 
addition, I should be forced to abandon 
the two suitcases on the inside of the 
gate; and as a result not only should I 
have to buy two new suitcases every 
time I came out of the subway, but the 
abandoned cases would clutter up the 
stations eventually until the companies 
would be forced to dig new stations, at 
great cost and inconvenience. 

“I decided, consequently, to attack 
the problem from the standpoint of the 
turnstile gates. My suggestion that 
they build the gates somewhere else in 
the station rather than directly in the 
doorway where so many people have to 
pass did not seem to meet with much 
approval, for several reasons. 

“Therefore,” he concluded, “I suggest 
that they should build two turnstile 
gates—one to walk through yourself, 
and the other to carry your su’tcases 
through. I think that solves everything 
nicely.”

Cc How do you do? I’m so glad to meet you, you 

know I’ve always wanted to meet a real actress—and 
to meet such a famous one—really, it’s quite thrilling.

sylvania, has had trouble in his metro- 
politan city in getting the prohibition 
laws properly enforced, and thinks that 
Brother Coolidge ought to do _ it. 
Brother Allen, of Kansas, Ex-Governor, 
says not so, and that if he were Gov- 
ernor of a state, and a city in that state 
defied his orders to close up the saloons, 
“the citizens of that city would wake 
up the next morning at the sound of a 
bugle reveille and would go to bed to the 
tune of ‘Taps.’” If Brother Ex-Gover- 
nor Allen was in Brother Pinchot’s shoes 
he would show the Philadelphians some- 
thing. Brother Bishop McDowell, 
resident Methodist Bishop in Washing- 
ton City, said we were in a fight to-day

“for the very existence of the Consti- 
tution, of the Union, of the Govern- 
ment,” and that the country must go 
bone-dry if these other properties are 
to be saved. That is a proper position 
for Brother McDowell to take as one 
of the friends of Prohibition who, he 
says, “have not the slightest intention 
of yielding now that the victory is 
won.” Brother Senator Borah takes 
very much the same position. He says 
the mainstay of the bootleggers is the 
rich people who are interested. in the 
protection of property, but are willing 
to connive with violators of the Con- 
stitution which protects property. All 
these people recognize that the Pro- 
hibition amendment, as interpreted by 
the Volstead Act, is making a great 
deal of trouble, and bringing out a great 


deal of unsuspected wickedness in per- 
hitherto accused of crime. 
All these citizens blame the violators 
of the law, but none of them blames the 
law. None of them shows any sign of 
suspecting that there is anything the 
matter with the Volstead Act; none of 
them discusses whether it truly repre- 
sents the spirit of the amendment or 
not. Neither do any of them discuss 
what is good for man to drink, but all 
of them agree that it is very, very repre- 
hensible in man to side-step the Vol- 
stead law, or to have a sense of right 
and wrong that differs from the sense

None of them 
shows any sign of any weak suspicion 
that law is like water and cannot rise 
above its source, but all of them, ex- 
cept possibly Brother Bishop McDowell, 
disclose a consciousness that a presi- 
dential election is coming on, and that 
it becomes officers of government to 
pay due attention to the feelings of the 
Drys. But as observed, Brother Pin- 
chot feels that Brother Coolidge is the 
man to bell the cat and the greatest 
zeal is shown by the Kansan and the 
Methodist bishop.

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EANWHILE, the facts about Pro 

hibition as applied to American 
voters in their present stage of moral 
and political development are gradually 
accumulating, and after a while there 
may come an adjustment of theory and 
legislation to fact. There is no great 
hurry about it, unless one is a candi- 
date. About some other matters, in 
the opinion of even some prominent 
Republicans, there is a good deal more 
urgency. While Brother Pinchot 
would have the President devote him- 
self for a time to punching up Pro- 


hibition, the papers report Senator 
Smoot and Representative Theodore 
Burton as beseeching him to interest 
himself in the state of Europe, which 
they are quoted as describing as a 
powder factory which may blow up any 
moment to the prejudice of the peace 
of all the world. Senator Smoot is 
said to want a commission sent by this 
country, in association with Great Brit- 
ain and such other countries as would 
care to join, to visit Germany and 
port on her capacity to pay. Mr. Bi 
ton, it seems, would have our gover 
ment be ready to act as umpire betw: 
France and Germany if they wish 
These may be good suggestions or m 
not, but the purpose of these stat 
men is a purpose fully warranted by 
impressions brought home by many 
Americans whe visited Europe tl 
summer, and by what we read fr 
day to day in the papers. It may n 
help in an effort of this sort to quot 
Lloyd George, but Mr. Smoot and M 
Burton, both Republicans in good and 
powerful standing, seem very much « 
his mind when he said in Minneapolis : 
“Until this great land casts its influenc 
in the scale of peace, I despair of the 
future.”

They fol- 
low her about the stage with a glass of nutriment, trying 
to cajole her into taking just a sip, telling her that it will 
make her big and strong, and that it is only a very little 
glass of milk anyway.

You will see why it was necessary to get a real 
poet like Miss Millay to handle the lights and shades of 
such delicate, sensitive situations.

F course, there are moments when something of the 

pathos of the thing breaks through the monotony of 
Miss Lord’s water-front tones (and we say this sadly as 
one who was prostrate before Miss Lord after “Samson 
and Delilah” and “Anna Christie”), and through the essen- 
tial ridiculousness of a young lady’s trying to win her 
young man by playing dead on an especially erected bier 
(as she climbed upon it she remarked, “Oh, it looks just 
like a Christmas tree!” which it certainly did not).

eral of Robert Edmond Jones’ settings (the one on the 
quay, with the white caps of the nuns, being particularly 
satisfying to our tired eyes), and in the remark of one of 
the little boys who enacted the Christmas pageant in th 
last act. In the midst of all the strange medley of poetic 
trivialities and inaudible mumblings which makes up the 
play, the voice of the little boy rang out loud and clear 
on the Christmas air saying: “Aw, go on!” Which we 
will let stand as a fitting comment on what went before. 
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ERHAPS it was the pretense of “Launzi” that made it 

so irritatingly bad (and incidentally, when a play comes 
to us with the mark of the high-brow on it and asks to be 
accepted on those grounds or none, we have a right to 
quibble over the use of “Whom do you think I am?” as a 
dainty locution). 

Certainly there is no pretense in “The Nervous Wreck.” 
It sets out to be a laugh-getter by hook or crook, mostly 
crook, as practically every situation in it has had previous 
stage-experience through the generations. But somehow 
Mr. Owen Davis has managed to make them at least as 
funny as they ever have been before, sometimes even 
more so, and there is a current of genuine humorous feel- 
ing throughout the whole thing which makes it seem almost 
fresh and new at times. 








TTO KRUGER turns out to be an excellent farceur 

for the purposes of “The Nervous Wreck,” which is 
no surprise to us, as he can be almost anything that he 
wants. And there is always something funny to us in the 
character of a small and earnest girl glibly lying her head 
off, which, as played by June Walker with delightful 
intensity, helps one to feel that, even though the material 
of the play is old, it has fallen into young and original 
hands which are making of it something a little different. 
Judging from the immoderate laughter with which audi- 
ences are storming “The Nervous Wreck,” you might 
think that it was the first time that the lines had ever 
been uttered on any stage. It is certainly the first farce for 
a long time that has brought even a wan smile to these 
old features.
